The midsummer dullness pervades all 
the markets. There is a fair jobbing 
business doing, but in the way of full 
packages there is little trade. In oils 
linseed is steady, cottonseed dull, and 
lard firmer, menhaden is higher. Paints 
are without important change; white 
lead is irregular in price, and pig lead 
rather easier. Chemicals are all quiet, 
with prices steady on most kinds. Dye- 
stuffs are rather firmer and mostly un- 
changed. In drugs there are few im 
portant changes; opium is easier and 
morphine lower. Essential oils are 
quiet and firm. 

Onr focal money market has been a 
little easier, and on call Joans rates have 
been 1'4(@2 per cent for government 
and 2(@4 per cent for stock collaterals 

Prime commercial paper is in demand 
at 3'44@5 per cent.

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THE INSATIATE STANDARD. 

Within the past month we have an- 
nounced the accession to the ranks of 
the Standard Oil Company of not less 
than half «dozen refineries, all of which 
were located in the regions. For some 
time past its captures have been few, 
chiefly because there were so few cut- 
siders left to capture, but in spite of 
this numerically small opposition, there 
has been suflicient refining capacity 
outside cf the Standard to seriously in- 
terfere with the consummation 
of its ultimate plans, and it 
has never relaxed its efforts to make 
complete the monopoly which it now so 
nearly enjoys. The strongest and the 
most annoying opposition has been in 
New York, and now that almost every- 
thing outside of this section has been 
gathered in, more energetic measures 
are being taken to get control of the 
entire capacity at this point. The 
“bulldozing” policy by which the com- 
pany has accomplished much of its 
work, has not been found effective with 
the refiners who have survived the 
manipulations of the market that were 
intended to crush them, and negotia- 
tions of another sort have been in pro- 
gress for some time past. Three or four 
New York refiners and the Tidewater 
Pipe Line have been the most serious 
stumbling blocks in the way of the 
Standard becoming the sole retiner of 
petroleum in the United States, and 
within the past six months these or- 
ganizations have been the objegts of 
constant negotiation. 


It is fair to assume that no refiner is so 
wedded to his property that he would 
decline to seJl at any price, and the only 
difficulty in the way of bringing in these 
outsiders has been in agreeing upon 
their value. <A refiner who has stood 
out agaiut the Standard up to this time, 
and has made money in spite of it, and 
sometimes at its expense, is not likely to 
give his business away, or to dispose of 
it under the conditions which the 
monopolists impose, without very lib- 
eral compensation. But the officers of 
the Standard Oil Co. are good judges of 
the value of refineries, anda few;thou- 
sand dollars never keep them out ofa 
property that it is to the company’s 
interest toown. We are now pretty 
well assured that terms have been agreed 
upon between the Standard and at least 
four of the outside refiners here, and 
that they have passed under its control. 
These concerns are Geo. I’. Gregory, 8S. 
Jenney & Son, Wilson & Anderson, and 
the Tuna Oil Works, of A. C. Bunce & 
Co.Of these the last named is an impor- 
ant acquisition. The Tuna oil 
works, though ugt large, are of 
great value to the Standard,j@be- 
cause they make a grade of oil which 
it has only been able to make under li- 
cense from the Downer Kerosene Oil 
Company. The latter has recently 
been led by the Standard into a suit 
against the Tuna for infringement. 
The Standard’s position in relation to 
this suit was one of as serene indiffer- 
ence as that occupied by the old lady of 
historical renown who watched her hus- 
band in a fight with a bear. If the 
plaintiffs won the suit the Tuna was 
driven out of the field as a competitor 
and the Standard would continae the 
800 deg. oil trade unmolested under its 
license from the Downer Company. If 
the latter lost the suit, then the limit of 
protection afforded by its patents would 
be fixed, and the Standard could snap 
its fingers at licenses and go into the 
manufacture of 300 deg. oil itself. We 
understand the suits have been discon- 
tinued and that Messrs. Bunce & Co. 
will hereafter bear more friendly rela- 
tions to the Standard than they have 
hitherto. 

There are rumors to the effect that 
some of the largest outsiders here have 
been brought into the combination, and 
the fact that steps have been taken to 
adopt a uniform scale of differances in 
price on the various styles of packing, 
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might be construed as giving the color 
of truth to these reports. We learn that 
all of the packers of case oil have agreed 
toadopt this seale, which is to take 
two-tive, no screw, regular oil as a ba- 
sis, and make a uniform schedule of ad- 
vances for each higher grade of oil or 
different style of package. The fact that 
the outsiders and the Standard refiners 
combine on anything is so surprising as 
to excite a suspicion as to whether the 
combinationdoes not extend still fur- 
ther. The opposition leftand which is of 
any consequence, consists at the most 
of not more than three refineries 
here, one at Binghampton, one at 
Philadelphia and the Tidewater Pipe 
Line. There are three or four other 
small refiners,but they have neither the 
capacity nor the business ability to make 
much of a fight after the stronger ones 
go over to the majority. Whether the 
refiners that are of any consequence 
and the Pipe Line will be captured, is 
by no means certain. The Standard 
has lately gained ground in one direc 
tion—that is, it has gathered in some 
of its opponents. But there are influ- 
ences at work which indicate that it is 
still a long way from having a monopoly 
of the oil trade, or deriving so mueh 
profit from its almost complete control 
of the business, as it might be expected 


to have.

THE BREAK IN IODINE AND THE 
LODIDES. 


In our drug market report last week 
we gave the exclusive information of 
the break in the price of iodine and 
iodide of potash here, following a more 
precipitous decline in the European 
markets. The cause of this decline 
seems to be easily explainable, but is 
best traceable through a history of the 
conditions which have led up to the 
present position of the trade. Until 
within the past ten years the only 
source of iodine was the so-called varec, 
or kelp—that is, the fused ash resulting 
from the incineration of various kinds 
of sea weeds, chiefly alge and fuci, 
growing on the rocky coasts of many 
countries, principally the British Isles 
and France. Siuce the smaller manu- 
facturers of kelp along the Scotch and 
French coasts needed, about the time 
of the annual harvest, considerable 
sums of money to pay for labor and 
material, there sprang up the custom of 
borrowing funds from some large house 
in Glasgow, and of transferring to the 
latter the monopoly of the sale of the 
iodine and potassium chloride obtained 
from the kelp. This arrangement was 
first seriously disturbed by the discovery 
of the inexhaustible potash mines of 
Stassfurt, which caused a constant de- 
cline in the price of potassium chloride, 
so that iodine, which heretofore had 
been only a by-product in the prepara- 
tion of potassium chloride from the 
kelp, became the only paying product to 
be obtained from the latter, and there- 
fore had to be raised in price to cover 
all expenses. Just about the same time 
there arose a great demand for iodine 
for the manufacture of certain aniline 
colors, all of which resulted in raising 
the price of the drug successively from 
four to thirty pence per ounce. 

When, in 1871, the mother waters of 
the saltpetre obtained in the Peruvian 
mines were found to pay by being 
worked for iodine, the Scotch monopo- 
lists who ridiculed the news at first, but 
soon found that they had met a formid 
able rival,and in consequence thereof en- 


deavored to get control of the new source, | 


tra profits. In the beginning the pro- 
cess was carried on ina very primitive 
way, but, in consequence of improve- 
ments made by chemists engaged in 
England and Germany, the method and 
product soon improved, and in a few 
years was fully equal to that produced 
in Scotland, containing 99.5 per cent of 
pure iodine. 

The processes in use for separating 
iodine fromthe mother liquors of the 
nitre refineries may be divided into 
three classes—1. The liquors without 
previous concentration, are mixédt-with 
a quantity of sulphate of sodium, cor- 
responding to the iodine present; the 
iodine separated is collected in linen 
filter bags, washed, pressed and sub- 
limed. 2. The mother liquors are 
treated with sulphite and bisulphite of 
sodium till the precipitated iodine is 
converted into hydriodic acid, which is 
then precipitated as cuprous iodide by a 
solution of cupric sulphate and sulphite 
of sodium. 38. The iodine inthe mother 
liquors is concentrated by fractional 
evaporation and crystallization, and 
the iodine, mixed with a proportionate 
quantity of sulphite or bisulphite of 
sodium, is recovered by distillation 
from the acidified liquid. 

It may be observed, en passant, that 
the usual appellation, ‘Chili iodine,” 
should be replaced by ‘*Peruvian io- 
dine.”” The new source of iodine nat- 
urally had a great induence upon the 
price. A considerable reduction was 
brought about, particularly by forced 
auction sales, until in 1876, the price 
had come down to 5 pence per ounce. 
At this price, a large majority of kelp 
manufacturers had to give up the pro- 
duction, and even larger firms, in spite 
of improvements in process and appar- 
atus, could only work at a loss. On the 
other hand, the Peruvians, who had 
been induced by the high price of iodine, 
to enter into its manufacture, likewise 
found the production becoming un- 
profitable, as the climate net only 
causes more expenses for wages, fuel, 
etc., but even causes greater loss by vo- 
talization. In consequence of this con- 
dition of things, negotiations were 
started, which led to an agreement, en- 
tered into in February, 1877, by all 
iodine manufacturers, to place the sale 
of all the iodine produced in one 
hand, whereby the price was raised, 
first to seven, afterwards to ten and 
one-half pence per ounce. 


The combination has been re- 
newed each year since, and the 
price for the most part has 
tended upward, having reached 


as high as seventeen pence, though of 
late the ruling figure has been one shil- 
ling two pence, and it was from this 
price that the break was made. Both 
the Scotch and Peruvian manufacturers 
formerly claimed that eight pence was 
the cost of production to them, but it is 
more than likely that the latter could 
afford to turn out iodine at considerably 
below that figure, if they chese to pro- 
duce constantly. It is stated that 
the yield of iodine from the 
Peruvian mines is now s0 con- 
siderable that Peru alone would be able 
to supply double the demand of all na- 
tions, from which we may conclude that 
were the cumbination broken, there 
would be little chance for the European 
makers. 

The last break in prices is attributed 
to the action of the firm which controls 
the sale of the combined production. 
Some of the French manufacturers had 
taken exceptions to the small production 
which they were allowed under the 
agreement, and the controlling firm at 
Glasgow,in order to bring them to terms, 
promptly lowered the price to five pence.

negociate with the rich Peruvian min- 
ers, whom they could not buy upas 
they did the small Scotch kelp-burners, 
The mother waters in the Peruvian 
mines, which perhaps were not as rich 
in iodine in former times, had hereto- 
fore been allowed to run to waste, until 
it was ascertained that they could be 


made to yield iodine with profit, when 
the owners at once started the necessary 
works and pocketed the unexpected ex- 


occurred since the combination was 
formed, but from the ease with which 
similar difficulties have been adjusted 
hitherto, we may conclude that the price 
is likely to again be advanced to a figure 
which is satisfactory to all producers, 
There is no material accumulation of 
stock, the production having been ad- 
justed, under this agreement, so as to 
just about equal the consumption,which 
is constantly increasing. It is already 
reported that the selling house has re- 
fused to sell, and an early advance is an- 
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ticipated by importers here, though this 
must, of course, depend upon the main- 
tenance of an unbroken combination

DIGEST OF DECISIONS OF TREAS: 
URY DEPARTMENT (Customs) 
FOR YEAR 1880. 


FREE ENTRY OF EMPTY BARRELS. 

The free list exempts from duty 
casks, barrels, or carboys, «nd other 
vessels and grain bags, manufactured 
in the United States and exported, 
containing domestic products, provid- 
ed declaration of intent to return the 
same empty be made previous to ex. 
portation. Petroleum barrels are ad- 
mitted by special provision of the 
Statutes without the filing of a decla- 
ration at the time of export. The act 
of February 8, 1875, in effect s0 amend- 
ed the provision of the free list as to 
permit the return of empty grain 
bags, boxes and barrels, duty free, 
without the previous declaration, but 
their right to free entry was made 
subject to the regulations prescribed 
by the Department. Upto this time 
the Department h»*s not waived tre 
declaration clause. but it now decides 
that lard, turpentine and oi! barrels, 
exported filled with domestic products 
may be returned empty duty free, 
provided they were so entered in the 
outward manifest as to render their 
identification perfect on their return, 
and no declaration of intent to return 
need be filed at the time of exporta- 
tion.[ Decisions of 1880-4572. 


DUTY ON SALTS OF TARTAR OR CARBONATE 
OF POTASH. 

The collector at New York having 
asked for instructions relative to the 
proper classification of ‘‘salts of tar- 
tar” or ‘carbonate of potash,” so- 
called, the department has instituted 
investigations from which it learns 
that there are two distinct kinds of 
such merchandise. The carbonate of 
potash which is granulated, purified 
and put up in pound bottles for medi- 
cinal use, and the ordinary salts of 
tartar which is imported in large 
packages and used for the manufacture 
of glass and similar purposes. As to 
the carbonate of potash, the Depart- 
ment decides it to be » medicinal pre- 
paration not otherwise provided for, 
and dutiable as such at 40 per cent ad 
valorem. As to the other merchan- 
dise, it is understood to be the pure 
carbonate of potash, made by burn- 
ing the tartar or argol, is similar in 
chemical composition, as well as in 
other respects, to the ordinary ‘‘pear! 



































ash” of commerce, and is almost iden- 
tical in character to the ‘calcined 
potash” and the ‘‘pure or crude pot- 
ash” which by the rulings of July 13, 
1869, and March 11, 188), were held to 
be dutiable at the rate of 1% cents 
per pound, by assimilation, under the 
provision for ‘‘saleratus anid bicarbo- 
nate of soda.” This rate of duty is, 
therefore, to be levied. [Decisions of

THE DUTY UPON CUT HOOP IRON. 
Congress, at the ciose of its last 
session, passed a joint resolution 
authorizing the admission, at the rate 
of 35 per centum ad valorem, of hoop 
iron cut in lengths and punched, 
which was ordered under bona fide 
and absolute contracts. entered into 
before March 12th, 18°0, and imported 
prior to January Ist, 1831, and ordered 
the refunding of any excess of such 
35 per cent duty collected under the 
Treasury decision of April 17th, 1880 
by which such hoop iron was raised to 
the specific duties prescribed for hoop 
iron not cut or punched. This was to 
relieve importers who, operating un- 
der previous decisions, had made con- 
tracts based upon 35 per cent duties. 
The Department now decides that the 
duty to be primarily assessed must in 
all cases be the specific duty. Appli- 
cations fora refund must be made to 
collectors or other chief officers of 
Customs, and must be accompanied by 
a copy of the contract under which 
the purchase was made, together with 
verified copies of the correspondence 
giving the order for the particular 
purchase under the contract. This 
evidence and all other submitted in 
support of claims for refunding of 
duties paid, will be forwarded to the 
department with an expression of 
opinion as to the merits of the claim.

PORTS AT WHICH BONDED WAREHOUSES 
ARE AUTHORIZED. 

Application having been made for 
the bonding of a manufacturing ware- 
house ut St. Louis, the Department 
notifies the firm making such applica- 
tion, that the statutes authorizing 
such warehouses provides that no ar- 
ticle shall be removed therefrom ex- 
cept for exportation, under the direc- 
tion of the proper officer having 
charge thereof, whose certificate is to 
be received in cancellation of the ex- 
portation bond. The form of this 
bond, as prescribed by the customs 
regulations, requires that the exporta- 
tion shall be made in a vessel from 
the port at which the warehouse is 
situated. In view of these provisions 
the Department does not feel author- 
ized to approve the application for 
manufacturing warehouses except at 
ports from which direct exportation 
ean be made.

The Use of Chemicals in Soap Making. 


In the July issue of our valued con- 
temporary. the Manufacturers’ Review 
and Industrial Record, Mr. W. J. 
Menzies,of England, has an article upon the 
use of alkalies for soap makingand scouring, 
purposes which, although written primarily 
for textile manufacturers, is of interest to 
all classes of soap makers. The article is 
called out by one which appeared in our 
contemporary some time ago, the writer 
of which was a practical finisher of textiles. 
Mr. Menzies dissents from the confidence 
which he expresses in the hydrometer as a 
test for the alkali strength of a soda, and 
points out that a manufacturer ignorant of 
chemistry can have no more deceptive 
guide. The hydrometer only indicates the 
specific gravity of the lye or solution, and 
in no way indicates its alkalistrength. All 
impurities in the soda ash used, or soap 
employed for scouring, when dissolved, 
raise the specific gravity of the lye used 
just as much as the actual soap or soda con- 
tained, and yet they are of no use in 
scouring. It is evident, therefore, that itis 
possible to have a lye, made from pure ma- 
terials, of actually only half the strength 
according to the hydrometer, as compared 











with another lye made from impure soda 
ash, or highly adulterated soap; and yet, 
for actual work, the weaker lye may really 
be worth double the stronger one. This 
shows the extreme importance of manufac- 
turers, or other consumers of fulling soap 
or soda for scouring, being sure that the 
materials they use are quite pure; as, with 
uniformly pure materials, the hydrometer 
is of use in giving the means of ascertain- 
ing that the same lye or solution of soap is 
used each time. The use of pure materials 
also simplifies the whcle operation of pre- 
paring a scouring soap or solution. This 
is a much larger saving than at first ap- 
pears, as little need then be left to the dis- 
cretion of workmen, often very ignorant. 
They can simply be told to use every time 
a certain quantity of soda lye or soap solu- 
tion, and the strength being exactly the 
same no excess need be employed, and 
yet the proper result will be always ob- 
tained. 


Of the adulterationfof fulling soap the 
writer speaks from a knowledge gained by 
personal observation in this country and in 
Europe, and he asserts thatit is everywhere 
carried out to an enormous extent. China 
clay, silicate soda, rosin and other sub- 
stances, are boiled with or crutched into 
the soap, wholesale. Now, a pure, neutral 
fulling soap should consist of: First, in the 
case of hard soap—pure caustic soda lye, 
properly combined with tallow or grease. 
Second, in the case of soft fulling soap— 
pure potash lye combined with oil; and yet 
nine-tenths of the hard or soft soaps sold 
do not fulfill these conditions. They al- 
most all contain adulterations, In many 
cases not purposely added, but contained 
in the soap, owing to the use of impure al- 
kali, or other materials used in its manu- 
facture. These substances not only dete- 
riorate the quality of the soap, but they 
make it very expensive to the consumer. 
It is far cheaper to have a pure fulling soap 
to start with for all purposes, and after- 
wards add any additional alkali that may 
be required. The writer advises textile 
manufacturers to make their soap by which 
means they may be sure of its purity, and 
its first cost will be economized. He ad- 
mits that this would have been impractic- 
able a few years ago, but now that nearly 
absolutely pure powdered caustic soda or 
caustic potash can be procured, soap mak- 
ing becomes comparatively easy. No spe- 
cial apparatus or any boiling is required. 
A perfectly pure soap can be produced by 
simply mixing with a strong pure lye of 
double refined potash or soda in the cold. 
A fulling soap made in this cold mixing 
way is also not only cheaper than a boiled 
soap, but it is superior, as all the glycerine 
in the latter is retained in the soap, which 
in the case of the boiled soap is lost by be- 
ing run away in the spent lyes, and this 
substance has considerable lubricating 
qualities when retained in the soap. 


He deprecates the recommendation ofthe 
American writer that sal soda be added to 
the ash in soap making. If soda ash is 
pure enough to use at all he considers that 
it should be used alone, as being superior 
toralsoda. If it is impure it should not 
be used ’at all. The only advantage sal 
soda possesses over ash is its normal 
freedom from iron chlorides, sulphates, 
etc. When the ash can be obtained 
equally pure, it is far superior, while 
pure caustic soda would be _ prefer- 
able to either. The objections to caustic 
soda apply only when it is impure. He 
points out the fact that While dryirg soap 
is of practical utility in preventing its 
waste, it does not remove the impurities. 
Water is not an impurity; the quality, 
therefore, by this drying, is in no way 
improved, as none of the excess of alkali or 
impurity the soap contains could possibly 
be removed by any amount of drying. He 
would, however, strongly impress upon 
woolen manufacturers not to use soda soap 
at all—only a pure potash soap. Potash 
soap makes the wool soft and silky, and 
improves its spinning qualities. Soda 
makes it hard and crisp. And here he 
makes a charge against the purity of cer- 
tain kinds of American soaps which we 
should like to have considered by some 
of the practical soap makers here, 
who are familiar with the methods em- 
ployed. ‘Soft fulling soap, sold as potash 
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soap is,” he says, ‘‘from my experience, ac- 
tually more adulterated with soda in the 
United States than in England. Not only 
are the American wood ashes used inferior 
and contain much soda, but soda is delib- 
erately put into potash soft soap to a far 
greater extent than itis in England. In 
fact some enterprising American soap 
makers have, in conversation, maintained 
to me that they can make this class of soap 
without any potash at all, I would, there- 
fore, recommend to the attention of all 
scourers of woolen goods the advisability 
of making their own potash soap, in the way 
I have recommended above, by admixture 
with pure caustic potash in the cold. In 
this way a pure, neutral potash soap can be 
obtained, and the consumer can be quite 
sure that the soft soap he uses is really 
nothing else than a potash soap. Any ex- 
cess of alkali required in scouring can be 
added in the form of pure carbonate potash, 
or a small quantity of caustic potash can be 
used. In fulling with soft soap it is a great 
mistake to add soda ash, sal soda, or any 
other form of soda. Nothing but potash 
should be used in conjunction with it; in 
fact it is evident that if soda is added, 
it would be just the same thing as fulling 
with a soda soap, and the advantages of the 
potash are thus entirely lost.”

Analysis of Chian Turpeniine, 
BY C. W. WIGNER, F. C. 6. 

The sample contained two different 
resins, one of which saponifies readily 
with carbonate of soda, and the other 
saponifies with somewhat more diffi 
culty, but formsa far less soluble soap. 
This latter is present in by farthe larg- 
er quantity anditappears likely from 
its appearance and character that it 
corresponds pretty closely with the 
alpha resin of mastic. 

Dividing these resins as far as possi- 
ble by solubility, the sample appeared 
to contain as follows:

The second sample I examined was 
a portion of a new supply just re- 
ceived in this country, but coming 
through almost the same channel as 
the first one. It was, of course, newer 
and protably from that cause some- 
what sc fter; the brittle characteristic 
of the original sample was, however, 
strongly marked, and the tears, which 
had been produced by letting a few 
drops fallinto the water, were suffi 
ciently brittle to break when allowed 
to fall on to the table. 

A 20 per cent solution, examined in 
the polariscope with a sodium flame 
gave a rotation of 7° 46, of 
which 1° 54’ was due to the vola- 
tile oil, and the difference 5° 562’ 
to the resin. Apparently, therefore, 
there was some slight difference in 
the optival rotatory power of the resin 
in this sample:

The sp. gr. of this sample was 1,( 52, 
or rather higher than the old one. 

A third sample of very similar ap- 
pearance was procured in London 
from another source. ‘This was prob- 
ably old, although, perhaps, not so 
old as the first sample above referred 
to. 

The ep gr. was 1.043. The rotation 
in the polariscope was practically 
identical with the first sample. ‘lhe 
analysis, however, showed a larger 
percentage of volatile oil, viz, 12°1 per 
cent, and it contained a mere trace of 
ash and a smaller percentage of im- 


purities. This, which was to all ap- 
pearance a genuine sample, was evi- 
dently more carefully collected. 

A fourth sample, also purchased 
from a London wholesale house, was 
obviously a spurious one, and I record 
its characteristics here simply to en- 
able such samples to be distinguished. 
In color, appearance and smell it 
closely resembles Canada balsam; it 
was softer and far more tenacious 
than genuine Chian turpentine, so 
sticky, in fact, that it was with diffi- 
culty removed from the fingers. When 
a portion was rubbed on the hand the 
smell was extremely pungent and 
persistent. ‘he sp. gr. was 1,000, or 
exactly identical with water at 60° F. 
In connection with this, it should be 
borne in mind that the sp. gr. of Can- 
ada balsam is less than water, some 
samples being as low as 970, Its ro 
tatory power in the polariscope was 
6° 15’ fora 20 per cent solution ina 
tube 200 m.m. long; that is, it was 
only about two-thirds of the rotation 
of the genuine samples. It yielded 
about 26 per cent of, volatile oil, or 
more than twice that contained iu 
the genuine samples, and the rotation 
due to the volatile oil was 8° 36’, leav- 
ing only 2° 38’ due to the rotation of 
the resin, or less than half that of the 
genuine sawples. The solubility in 
alcohol. ether. chloroform, petroleum 
spirit, naphtha, bisulphide of carbon, 
aud turpentine showed no difference 
from the genuine samples which was 
capable of being used for discrimina- 
tion. It appeared to contain about 
70 percent of a resin which corre- 
sponded in some respects to the alpha 
resin found inthe genuine samples. 
but was of a darker color, and formed 
a much harder and more brittle soap 
while I could (not detect the slightesi 
trace of benzoic acid. My opinion is 
that this sample was mainly a mixture 
of colophony and Canada balsam. 

It appears most proboble that the 
Chian turpentine, described as Cyprian 
or Syrian, or Chio, in “‘Watts’ Dic- 
tionary,” p. 920, was a sample of this 
kind, for the description there states, 
among other things that it was viscid, 
and had an aromatic taste like that of 
mastic, both of which statements cor- 
respond exactly with this spurious 
sample, but are incorrect as regards 
the genuine samples first referred to.

History of the Coal Tar Colors. 
(Continued from page 29) 

We continue our extracts from the 
very interesting history of the coal 
tar colors, which Mr. A. Sansone has 
been contributing to a foreign period- 
ical. 

A color which has met with great 
favor, aud is still manufactured ona 
large scale, he says, is Bismarck (phe- 
nylendiamine) brown. ‘lo obtain it, 
binitro benzol is first reduced by 
means of iron and muriatic (or acetic) 
acid; and the phenylendiamine thus 
obtained is converted into the brown 
by treatment with a solution of nitrate 
of sodium, The color is then precipi- 
tated with common salt, and is after- 
wards collected on a filter and dried, 
In speaking of azo colors we must not 
omit to mention saffranine, a very im- 
portant coloring matter, which is now 
manufactured on a somewhat exten- 
sive scale. It was introduced into 
commerce by Mr. Perkin, in 1868; but 
it appears its nature was fully investi- 
gated by Hofman and Geyzer. Saflra- 
nine is formed by the action of nitrous 
acid on heavy aniline oil, and by sub. 
sequent oxidation by means of arsenic 
acid. Witt has, however, proved that 
the oxidation was not necessary, and 
has recommended another process giv- 
ing the same effects. This dye derives 
its name from safflower, the shades of 
which it imitates toacertain extent, 
without, however, being able to equal 
it in brilliancy. On cotton previously 
mordanted with sumac and tin, saffra- 
nine gives satisfactory fast shades, 
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rately well. 


The indulines, which are reddish- 
blue colors, have been only a few 
years on the market. Toe water-solu- 
ble indulines give fast marine shades 
on wool, the dyeing being done in an 
acid bath; on cotton. spirit induline 
gives shades imitating indigo. 

Before leaving this class of colors, 
we should al'ude to Magdala red, a de- 
rivative of napthaline, which gives 
very fine rose shades on silk. ‘The 
manufacture of this product seems to 
be very limited, and the price is ex- 
ceedingly nigh. Itis well known that 
some solutions when viewed by trans- 
mitted light—that is, when looked 
through against the light—will appear 
of a certain tint, while if held in an- 
other position. or when viewed by re- 
flected light, they show quite a differ 
ent color. This phenomenon is called 
fluorescence, and is possessed by Mag- 
dala red to a marked extent. All 
those acquainted with eosine know 
that the solution of this substance 
also possesses this property in a very 
high degree. A weak solution of it 
contained in a glass. when viewed 
against the light, will show a pale red, 
while in another position it shows a 
beauti‘ul greenish color. It was this 
property possessed by a color that 
caused the name of fluorescence to be 
given to it by its discoverer, Prof. 
Baeyer, of Munich. This chemist ob- 
tained the product in 1871. by the re 
action of resorcine on phtalic acid. 
In 1874 a brominated derivative of 
fluorescine made iis appearance on the 
market, under the name of eosine, a 
word derived from the Greek word sig 
nifying aurora, whose color it, resem 
bles when dyed on silk. As just men- 
tioned, ecsine isa derivative of fluo- 
resceine, containing bromine. ly sub- 
stituting icdine for the latter. another 
beautiful color has been obtained, now 
known as eosine blue. The bromi- 
nated product hasa yellow tint. More 
recently other products have been ob- 
tained belonging to this classof yellow 
shades, Of eosine scarlets it may be 
said that they cannot compete with 
the azo scarlets, on account of their 
want of solidity. 

M. E :\oelting in 1875, enriched this 
series of colors by the addition of a 
few other derivatives; for instance, 
benzole, phloxine, cyanosine, &c. 

M. F. Reverdin is the discoverer of 
chrysoline, a yellow coloring matter 
from benzylresorcin and phtalic acid. 

Allied to the eosines are two color- 
ing matters, which have acquired 
some importance on account of their 
utility in calico printing for giving 
fast shades. These colors are galileine 
and ceruleine. The first-mentioned 
is obtained by the action of anhydrous 
phtalic acid or pyrogallie acid; and if 
the product of this reaction (gal- 
leine?) is heated with sulphurie acid, 
ceruleine is formed. ‘The latter is a 
coloring matter, insoluble in water, 
and which gives olive shades if print- 
ed or dyed on cotton, galleine giving 
violet shades. These products were 
discovered by Professor Bayer, of 
Munich. 

Methylene blue is a coloring matter 
belonging toa class ot dyes discovered 
by Lauth. It is a sulphur derivative 
of dimethyl phenylendiamine, and 
was patented by Caro in !877. There 
is probably a great future before this 
color, on account of the brilliancy and 
fastness of the shades it produces on 
cotton, on which it gives a blue ofa 
greenish tint. There are two other 
coloring matters closely allied to this 
one, only they have a redder tint, and 
may also be employed for wool and 
silk dyeing. 

In passing the blue under review, 
we must not owit to mention the ben- 
zyl blue, a coloring matter which only 
made its appearance last year, and is 
therefore only on its trial in the dye- 
house.

which appear to stand soaping mode- It has long been the aim of manu- 


facturers of artificial dyestuffs to pro- 
duce colors which shall possess the 
welcome property of being able todye 
wool in anacid bath. Without allud- 
ing in detail to the scarlets. oranges, 
indulines, eosines, ete, which require 
an acid in dyeing woolen goods, it is 
necessary to mentiun acid magenta, 
which is obtained by treating ordinary 
magenta with sulphuric acid. This 
dyestuff is now used in pretty large 
quantities in wool dyeing. An acid 
violet has also been patented but the 
author has not been able to examine 
a sample of it. Quite lateiy acid brown 
has appeared on the market, In their 
application all these acid colors may 
be associated with carmine of indigo, 
scarlets, oranges, etc., to produce an 
immense variety of shades. ‘l'o con- 
clude with the history of these so- 
called aniline colors, allusion may be 
made to the acid greens, which are 
also of too recent discovery for their 
properties to be well understood. 

The last class of coloring we shall 
mention are the derivatives of anthra- 
cene, alizarine, and the like. Every 
one acquainted with dyeing or print-

Elixir of Pepsin with Bismuth. 
BY T. F, MAIN, 

Query. ‘Elixir of pepsin with bis- 
muth is prescribed by physicians and 
supplied by elixir manufacturers. Can 
such a preparation be made which 
shall possess the medicinal qualities 
of both drugs?” 

When we consider that, according 
to the highest authorities, neutral 
solutions of pepsin are unstable, while 
alkalies either precipitate it or render 
it inert, and recalling our experience 
that a small quantity of acid is suffi- 
cieut to precipitate solutions of bis- 
muth, the above query would appear 
to be readily answered in the nega- 
tive. But as, in some instances, salts 
which are insoluble in themselves are 
rendered soluble and kept in solution 
by third substances, it was deemed 
best to investigate the question, anu, 
as a first step, to discover if the elixirs 
of the market did possess the active 
medicinal qualities, called for in our 
query. Only elixirs manufactured by 
reputable houses were examined, and 
those were tound, with few exceptions, 
to be so acid as to raise a doubt as to 
the presence of bismuth. When tested 
with bydrosulphate of ammonium, 
however, they all showed traces of the 
metal, but the amount of precipitates 
obtained would not warrant the cor< 
clusion that the elixirs contained the 
amount of bismuth called for by the 
statement on the labels. They were 
next tested for pepsin, by being acid- 
ulated with muriatic acid and digested 
with coagulated albumen for from six 
to eight hours. Kepeated trials failed 
to show any appreciative action on 
the albumen. proving that if pepsin 
was present it was inert. 

The only formula published under 
authority, that your reporter is able 
to discover, is that of the Newark 
Pharmaceutical Association, to con- 
tain in each ounce sixteen grains pep- 
sin, fuur grains cit. bismuth, one- 
sixteenth grains strychnia combined 
with water, orange flower water, 
cologne spirit, glycerine, and syrup. 
The direction reads as follows: Tritu- 
rate the pepsin with the water and 
glycerine, and filter; dissolve the bis- 
muth in the orange flower water with 
afew drops of aqua ammonia; dir- 
solve the strychnia with q. s. acetic 
acid, and add the bismuth solution to 
the pepsin, then the balance of the 
fluid, and finally the solution of 
strychnia. This preparation, soon af- 
ter being mixed, begins to deposit, and 
at the end of a week no action could 
be obtained on albumen, showing that 
the pepsin, if present, was not active, 

Several other formulas were tried, 


but without success; and on reading 
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Scheffer’s remarks on this preparation 
I was inclined to give it up in dis- 
gust. He declares the preparation 
called elixir of pepsin and bismuth to 
be an incongruity. as if a neutral so- 
lution of pepsin is made. and a solu- 
tion of bismuth added, rhe latter will 
surely precipitate the pepsin. This 
statement was published in the A. J. 
Phar.for August,1872. In the Septem- 
ber number of the Journal for the same 
year I noticed a communication from 
James T. King of Middletown, N. Y., 
in which he states that he prepared 
an elixir of pepsin containing bis- 
muth, which acted on coagulated al- 
bumen. I wrote to him, when he 
very kindly sent me his formula, 
which is as follows: Pepsin, sacchar- 
ated, 256 grains; orange flower water, 
four fluid ounces; distilled water, 12 
fluid ounces; mix, agitate occasionally 
until about dissolved, then add gly- 
cerine 12 fluid ounces, and allow to 
stand twelve hours. Dissolve ammonio 
citrate of bismuth, 128 grains, in four 
fluid ounces of water, making the so 
lution clear with smallest possible 
quantity of aqua ammonia, if neces- 
sary; add this tothe prepared solu- 
tion. The mixture must be slightly 
acid. Set aside until clear, decant 
the clear portion and filter the re- 
mainder, making 32 fluid ounces. 
With care in making the solution of 
bismuth to use the smallest possible 
quantity of ammonia, and to see that 
the solutions, when mixed, are very 
faintly acid, this formula furnishes 
the only preparation I have been able 
to make, answering the requirements 
of our query. That it acts on coagu- 
lated albumen I proved by digest- 
ing half a_ fluid ounce’ with 
fifty grains of coagulated albumen and 
afew drope of wuriatic acid. After 
six hours the albumen had been dis- 
solved, That it contains bismuthie 
proved by the black precipitate pro- 
duced by the addition of hydrosul- 
phate of ammonium, 

Elixir of pepsin and bismuth is at 
best an unstable preparation, but the 
responsibility for its use resides with 
the physician. All the pharmacist can 
do is to state to him the incompati- 
bility of its ingredients, and then, if 
he still demands it, tosupply him with 
the best preparation his skill can pro 
duce. 

How long the elixir prepared by this 
formula will retain its active proper- 
ties I cannot say. You will notice that 
itis more dilute or contains less pep- 
sin and bismuth than the elixirs of 
the shops do on their Jabels. Also, 
that it contains a large proporiion of 
of glycerine and no alcohol. It is on 
these three facts. in my opinion, that 
its stability depends.—[From a paper 
read at the fourth annual meeting of 
the Conn.

White pepper—Dealers are storing rather 
than lower prices to the equivalent of Lon- 
don values. Quotations are in consequence 
quite nominal. 

Sago flour—The demand is dull and $3.30

per picul has been accepted for Sarawak to 
arrive. 

Pearl sago—Low steamer freight has caus- 
ed some demand for ready stuff, and the 
market has been cleared at up to $5.60 per 
picul. For forward delivery there is little 
demand, 

Tapioca—The market is irregular, $4%¢ per 
picvl has been paid for known marks of 
small flake while really good quality not of 
favorite chops has been sold as low as $4 per 
picul. A little medium flake has _ been 
bought for U.S. at $41 per picul. Pearl has 
been sold at $3.90 to $4.10 per picul accord- 
ing to quantity and size. 

Nutmegs—There is no change, 110s are in 
little demand at $76 per picul.

Niger seed is ex- 
hausted, but small parcels of rape seed are 
from time to time offered at high prices, al- 
though there is but little left of this either. 
Castor seed is dull, supplies being small, and 
no transactions of note have occurred. My- 
rabolanes are quite neglected and entirely 
without buyers. 

Oil Seeds—Gingelly Seed: No May crop 
seed is offering, and it is virtually finished. 
There are, however, several buyers who are 
on the lookout for any small parcels which 
may still come in and are offering high 
prices. The nominal value is Rs,10 f 0 b say 
fr.36 c&f to Marseilles, 

There is scarcely any Bigarre Seed re- 
maining. The September crop in the North 
is fluurishing, a fair amount of rain has 
fallen there and brought it on well. In 
quantity it will probably be large, and it is 
expected that the next month may see the 
first small arrivals of seed. Here more rain 
is required, and it is impossible to see how 
the crop may turn out, 

Niger seed is not comingin. The quota- 
tion is quite nominal. A few small parcels 
of Rape seed have appeared, but the holders 
ask such high rates that buyers are shy of 
coming forward. We quote Ks.8-8 f ob, or 
47s 8d ce & f London. Castor seed has but 
little life; supplies being small, and we 
quote Rs.7 f o b, or 11s 3d ¢c & f London with 
very few buyers.

Recent Discoveries in Petroleum. 

Not long ago we published some account 
of the petroleum developments in Califor- 
nia, and now the news reaches us that 
Utah and Colorado are rejoicing over the 
prospects of an extensive yield of the civ- 
aginous product. 

As long ago as December last a company 
operating at South Pueblo, Colorado, had 


struck an artesian reservoir of water, 
strongly impregnated with petroleum. 


'The formation there closely resembled that 
of the Pennsylvania oil region, and as the 
prospects are considered good for an ample 
yield, and the company possesses sufficient 
capital to prosecute the work suczessfully, 
Colorado may in time become noted asa 
petroleum producer. , 

In Utah petroleum has been obtained 
from bituminous shales, and in Juab 
county, in the central part of the territory, 
about seventy-five miles south of Salt Lake 
City, it is estimated trom official surveys 
that there are some 5,000,U0U tons of these 
skales, available for petroleum manufac- 
ture, which are capable of easy quarrying. 
Contractors have offered to excavate and 
deliver the shales to the reduction works 
at $1 per ton. Careful investigations made 
show that the oil-bearing rock gives a yield 
of some eighty gallons to the ton. It is 
found, by experience, that the equivalent 
of one man’s labor, aided by machinery, in 
the manulacture of oils, is four tons per 
diem. 

From the above data, those who have ex- 
amined the subject, give the following fig- 
ures, approximating the cost of manutfac- 
ture: Four tons mined and delivered, $4; 
labor, $3; fuel, refuse, shales, <c., 
$z: machinery, wear and tear, su- 
perintendent, &e., $2 00. Total $11, 
The crude oil thus obtained is claimed 
to bea purer article than the crude petrole- 
ums, inasmuch as the greater portion of 
the comparative valueless and explosive 
compounds are passed off in the escaping 
gases, so that of the eighty galloms from 
each ton, 80 per cent can be made commer- 
cially valuable by refining. 

The method of retiniug proposed is sim- 
ilar to thatip vogue inthe East, and tak- 
ing imto consideration the cheaper fuel and 
other items, itis believed that the article 
can be manufactured at less expense on the 
plains than at any point East. Sulphur 
and soda, articles which enter extensively 
into the retining process, are less than one- 
half lower than in the astern markets. 

Perhaps the latest discovery of petroleum 
should be credited to Australia. It seems 
that for some months past boring for coal 
had been in progress at a point near Syd- 
ney, New South Wales. What was the sur- 
prise of the workmen when on setting the 
rods in motion, to discover a quantity of 
oily matter flowing up outside the stand 
pipe. Being unacquainted with the nature 
of crude petroleum, those who witnessed 
the phenomena were unable to determine 
whether or no they had ‘‘struck ol.” They 
describe the fluid as at first appearance as- 
suming a dark brown hue and, on falling, 
becoming immediately covered with a thick 
foam, or froth; afterwards it was milky 
white and later changed to water with an 
oily scum on the surtace. The liquid when 
bottled showed oil on the top very thickly, 
and ever since the gush of brown lhquid 
there has been an oily scum on the water 
discharged from the bore. Afterwards, 
just as boring was commenced, there was a 
gush of oily matter similar to the first, only 
that the force ot this discharge was greater, 
and the flow lasted for half an hour before 
it was replaced by water. 

Scientific authorities will undoubtedly 
soon place the character of the tluid beyond 
dispute, and meanwhile the Sydneyites, as 


at every other pluce showing symptoms of 
oil-bearing, are confident that they have a 
new source of wealth at their command.--

Linseed oil is meeting with a fair sale 
for this season but it is rather early yet for 
any large orders. There is a more settled 
tone to the market and prices are more 
uniform, There are no outside lots of do- 
mestic pressing for sale, and _ the 
stock of English is now very limited 
There have been rumors current here dur- 
ing the past week to the effect that the 
Consolidated Linseed Oil Co. of the West 
at its annual meeting on Tuesday last, 
made some important changes in its rules 
governing sales, the principal one being 
the removal of restrictions upon purchases 
from outside crushers, ‘These reports ema- 
nated frgm Chicago and from sources 
which appeared to be well informed, but 
but we are in receipt of a telegram, 
dated yesterday, from a prominent mem- 
ber of the Consolidated Co., which says 
that the rules and rebates of the com- 
pany remain unchanged. This we accept 
as an authoritative contradiction of the 
rumors to which we have referred. The 
city crushers are asking 60c, generally, for 
the small lots moving, but in some cases 
have accepted lc less, The New York 
agent of the Western company quotes 60c, 
but we hear sales of Western oil have boen 
made down to 57c. Jobbing sales of 
English are making at 60@6le. A round 
lot could not be obtained at these figures. 





Manufactured whale oil, influenced by 
the higher market for crude,and menhaden 
oil, has again advanced, makers now asking 
55@56c for present makes natural, and 
b7@58e for bleached, 57(@58c for natural 
winter. 60c for bleached, and 62@63ec for 
double blkached. The jobbing de- 
mand is very moderate and there are no 
large sales, 

Manufactured sperm is unchanged but 
very firm and tending upward. 

Mustard seed oil is not selling except in 
a retail way, buyers preferring linseed at 
the present difference. Vrices are some- 
what irregular, some dealers holding for 
55@60 while others are selling down to 
52'sc. 

English rapeseed oil is casicr, being 
now quoted at 95@$1. The demand is 
very moderate and mostly for retail lots. 
Wo only hear of one single barrel of 
domestic in the market. 

Lard oil has an advancing tendency, but 
there is an irregular tone to the market 
prices, varying according to brand. The 
best makes are held at 56!g@57!¢e, but 
there are some brands to be had lower, and 
we hear that sales have been made down to 
53c. The higher prices are due to the ad- 
vance in lard and the weak and irregular 
market for  stearine. The demand 
during the past week has _ been 
moderately active, but toward the close 
there was very little doing. ‘The stock in 
pressers’ hands is rather light and there is 
ittle or nothing offered by outside hold- 
ers. The off oils have also advanced and 
are now held at 50@52'e for extra No. 1, 
47@ 0c for No. 1, and 43@/45c for No. 2. 
‘The higher prices have checked what. lit- 
tle demand there was, and the market 
closes dull, buyers preferring to take 
prime. 

Crude cottonseed oil is nominal in price, 
there having been no sales of late. There 
are few lots coming to hand and these go 
directly to refiners. There is sutficient in- 
quiry to cause a firmer feeling if there was 
more stock to draw from. The nominal 
quotations are 30(@33!gc, according to 
quality. Soap stock is scarce, but with 
only ajobbing inquiry, the stringency is 
not felt. The quotations are nominally 
2@2'éc, according to quantity. 

Summer yellow cottonseed oil is higher, 
influenced by the position of menhaden 
and lard oils. There isa good enquiry, 
the firmer feeling causing some interest 
among buyers, and sales have been made 
since our lastof 100 Lbls at 38!'%e, 255 
bbls at 39@39!ge, 100 bbls at 39!¢e, two 
lots of 100 bbls each at 40¢e, and a lot of 250 
bbls, supposed for export, at 41@él!so 
At the close 39@4(c¢ would have been paid 
for off quality and 41!c for prime, but 
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owing tothe small stock holders are not 
anxious tosell.

Determination of Free Acids in Oils. 

E. Laugier, writing tothe Bulletin 
of the Marseilles Industrial Society, 
gives two processes by which the free 
acids in oils may be determined. The 
first depends upon the fact that the 
fatty oils, with the exception of castor 
oil, are almost insoluble in aleohol, 
which liquid, on the other hand, very 
easily dissolves the free acids in gly- 
cerine. In a glass flask, holding 34% 
fluid ozs., 154 grains of the sample are 
mixed with 13; fluid ozs. of alcohol at 
90 per cent, and the mixture is allowed 
to stand at a temperature of 8° Fahr. 
When the mixture has become clear 
it is decanted into a capsule, previ- 
ously tarred. The oil in the flask is 
then repeatedly washed with equal 
quantities of alcohol, four washings 
being generally sufficient, making 
together seven fluid ounces of alcohol. 
It is desirable always to work in the 
same manner inorder to be able to 
apply a correction for the small quan- 
tity of neutral oil which dissolves in 
the alcohol along with the fatty acids. 
This quantity can be determined once 
for all hy treating a perfectly neutral 
oil of thesame kind with alcohol. 
After the fatty acids have thus been 
dissolved out of the oil, the latter is 
heated in the water bath in order to 
expel any traces of water and alcohol 
which it may retain, and is then 
weighed. ‘The residue which is left 
on evaporating the alcoholie solution 
in the capsule is likewise weighed.and 
gives the quantity of the free fatty 
acids and of the glycerine present in 
the sample. 

The second method consists in sat- 
uratipg the sample of oil with ear- 
bonate of soda, and then extracting 
it with ether in an extraction appar- 
atus. The stearate and palmitate of 
soda are perfectly insoluble in ether, 
which dissolves merely the neutral 
oil and {traces of the oleate of soda 
After the extraction is cowplete the 
ether is evaporated and leaves behind 
it the neutral oil aud the traces of the 
oleate of soda. The quantity of the 
latter dissolved is geuverally so slight 
that the washing may be omitted, aud 
the residue left after evaporating the 
may be weighed at ouce. In 
order to obtain accurate results it is 
of course necessa'y that the carbonate 
of soda used should be perfectly neu- 
tral The mixture of soda and oil is 
weighed in a small glass capsule; the 
two substances are then left iu eon. 
tact with each other for five or fx 
hours. and during this time are re- 
peatedly stirred with a glass rod, 
After the expiry of this time there is 
added to the liquid from an equal to 
adouble bulk of a mw'xiure of equal 
parts pumice stone and tale, both 
finely powdered. The whole is well 
shaken together, producing a wass 
nearly dry, and which 1s introduced 
iuto the extraction apparatus, which

liant aniline red. Henceit is a fugitive 
color keeping its hue but a short time af- 
ter exposure to the light of the sun and to 


air. When exposed to the action of impure 


air itis affected in the same manner as 


quicksilver vermilion, turning black ina 
very short time. It has,nevertheless, num- 
erous properties which commend it to the 
painter and when not subjected to adverse 
influences forms a very desirable pigment, 

holding its color well, and having, in com- 
mon with lead oxides,a gool body it will go 
much further than ordinary pigments. 

For lithographic purposes it is unsurpassed 
but by a few of the reds. In this connec- 
tion we might refer to the oxide of lead, 
alluded to above,—orange mineral. This 
pigment, while it can not properly be 
called a red and is usually classed under 
the head of yellow, partakes more of the 
nature and color of red than of yellow. As 
a pigment it has not such a wide use as 
others of the reds or yellows being for the 
most part utilized in producing tints with, 
and for toning down, other reds. Itisa 
very powerful color and has vast covering 
qualities. The greater part of the product 
is consumed by paper makers and calico 
printers. Having disposed with these pig- 
ments we come to the colors we set out to 
describe at the beginning of this article 

The first and most expensive of these is 
the color carmine. It is prepared by mix- 
ing a solution of carbonate of potash and 
alum to one of cochineal. A discription of 
the process will be found in No. 8. Vol. 
XVIL, page 220. It is a beautiful deep red 
color and is very desirable in producing

In 
colorit is a maroon red when dry, turning 
to a beantiful rose color in oil er varnish. 
It is used largely in the latter vehicle, for 
coloring piano cases and other articles of 
furniture. Although not employed to any 
great extent in painting, it can be used to 
advantage in forming tints with white lead 
Turkey red is a very brilliant intense col- 
or. It is composed of barytes and starch, 
colored with an aniline red. On_ this ac- 
count it is a very fugitive color and has no 
covering quulities. It is used by manu- 
facturers of wall paper and to a very limit- 
ed extent for tinting other colors.

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name implies, it is extracted from the mad- 
der root. It covers well, but being very 
expensive it cannot be used on any but the 
finest work. It is used by artists in color- 
ing wax flowers. The different lakes, 
cochineal, carmine, crimson, rose, &c. ,and 
solforeno powders are fine colors used for 
the better class of work, except perhaps the 
carmine lake, which is used sometimes in 
carriage painting.

Lakes. 

The term “lake” has been given to those 
colors which consist of a metallic oxide, or 
an earthy base, usually alumina, infused 
with a vegetable or animal dye. The 
method generally employed in the prepara- 
tion of these colors is to add to the infusion 
a solution of alum saturated with potash, 
especially when the infusion has been 
made with the aid of acids. The precipi- 
tate which falls at first is very slight, con- 
sisting of the alumina and coloring matter; 
potash is again added and the precipitation 
of alumina combimed with the dye becomes 
more copious. Dyes that are not injured, 
but rather brightened by alkalies, are made 
into a decoction with an alkaline liquor, 
into which, when filtered, a solution of 
alum is poured and the whole precipitated. 
Another method which can only be em- 
ployed with such substances as have a 
great affinity for sulphate of alumina, 
consists in agitating recently precipitated 


alumina with a decoction of the dye. The 
most beautiful of the red lakes, as 
well as the firest, is the carminelake. For 


making this pigment the liquor decanted 
from the carmine process is usually em- 
ployed. Into this a precipitate of alum is 
put; the mixture is then stirred and sub- 
jected to a gentle heat. When the alumina 
has absorbed the color, the mixture is al- 
lowed to settle and the liquor drawn off. 
This is but one of the methods in use, 
Another plan is to dissolve alum in the 
cochineal decoction, to which solution pot- 
ash is then added, and the alumina is pre- 
cipitated in combination with the coloring 
matter. A solution of tin may be added to 
brighten the color. ‘This lake was formerly 
obtained from kermes, a small worm yield- 
ing ared dye similar to cochineal. A lake 
obtained from Brazil wood is prepared as 
follows: The wood is boiled in a sufficient 
quantity of water for about fifteen minutes, 
and to the liquor thus obtained, alum and 
a solution of tin is added, and the whole 
filtered; a solution of potash is then poured 
in until precipitation ceases. This is sepa- 
rated by the filter, washed with pure water, 
mixed witha little gum water and made 
into cakes or drops. Another process is to 
boil the Brazilwood in vinegar, and then 
to filter the decoction, after which alum 
and salt of tin are added, and potash lye 
poured in to cause precipitation. 


From madder a lake is obtained by wash- 
ing itin cold wateras long as any color 
can be extracted. A solution of tin is 
sprinkled over itand itis then left for 
several days. At the expiration of this 
period the red liquor is separated by fil- 
tration and decomposed by means of car- 
bonate of soda, when a fine red precipitate 
is obtained. It canalso be prepared by 
boiling the madder, enclosed in bags, in 
water to which is then added the alum 
aud afterwards the potash. The precipi- 
tate is washed with boiling water, until it 
ceases to tinge it with yellow; it is then 
dried. Yellow lakes are prepared from a 
decoction of Persian or French berries, to 
which is added some potash or soda. A 
solution of alum is poured into this mix- 
ture as long asany precipitate ensues. The 
precipitate is first washed, then filtered, 
and afterwards made into cakes and dried 
A lake is made froma decoction of quer- 
citron which is first purified with glue. 
After filtering the lake itis brightened by 
theaddition of a solution of tin. A lake 
from annatto is formed by dissolving the 
dye in a solution of weak alkaline lye to 
which is added alum water. Solutions of 
tin give this lake a yellow, and and acids 
areddish, tint. Green lakes are made by 
a mixture of yellow lakes with blue pig- 
ments. Blue lakes are seldom if ever pre- 
pared as the blue pigments, Prussian blue, 
cobalt blue, ultramarine, etc., fill all re. 
quired purposes,

There is a fair amount of business doing 
in the fine colors and other light goods, 
but there is little or no demand for heavy 
articles. There are few special features to 
the market at the moment. The interest 
which has attached to the white lead mar- 
ket recently is becoming more and moze 
strongly marked. ‘The reduction of prices 
on white lead does not seem to have over- 
come the irregularities which existed pre- 
vious to the Saratoga Convention. It is 
reported that corroders, both in and out of 
the Association, are offering white lead 
freely at a considerable reduction from 
the established rates. We heard of five 
distinct offers, made within the week, to 
sell dry lead at 6!, and 63fc less a rebate, 
and discount for cash, some of which were 
accepted. The wunderselling does not 
seem to be confined to the corroders of one 
section, but is evidently widespread; 
though, as the transactions are carried out 
with the utmost secrecy, it 1s with great 
difficulty that any of the names of the low 
sellers have been obtained. Our informa- 
tion is well authenticated, however, and it 
is evident that the market is in 
a very unsettled condition. The 
tion of whiting manufacturers meets to- 
morrow at the Astor House, this city, to 
appoint a referee, and transact other im- 
portant business. American oxide of zinc 
is rather unsettled. Prices of. other im- 
portant goods are unchanged aud the mar- 
ket generally is steady. 

The following will show the total im- 
ports of paints for week ending July 26:

Roquette has determined that neither 
the balsamic (?) nor volatile components 
of copaiva are its active principles, and 
that its activity is solely due to the 
acids contained in it. This observation 
has induced Prof. Geza Lusich to un- 
dertake a series of experiments with a 
view to the osolation of copaivic acid, 
in a pure condition, and in this he has 
succeeded by adopting the following 
method: The copaiva is distilled with 
water to remove the volatile oil; the re- 
sidual resin, consisting of alpha (co- 
paivic acid) and beta (soft) resin, is dis- 
solved in purified rock oil (?), and by 
repeated solution in strong alcohol the 
copaivic acid is completely purified.

The jobbing trade in drugs has been fair 
during the past week, but the package trade 
is still exceedingly light. Price changes 
have not been numerous since our last, the 
most important being in morphine and 
opium. Quinine has been firm and is held 
higher by some of the outsiders. Gener- 
ally speaking, the essential oils are firm, 
but there are still some irregularities in 
price, as will be seen by our detailed re- 
port in another column, The excitement 
in iodine and the iodides which we an- 
nounced last week has somewhat subsided, 
and an advance in price is expected at an 
early date if the European combination 18 
re-formed, as now seems probable. Foreign 
reports indicate no important changes, but 
are generally of a firm character. 


Opium. 

But little increase is to be reported in 
the demand and few enquiries are in mar- 
ket. Following our last the feeling was 
weak anda few lots, 10 cases in all, were 
placed at 3650, duty paid, butonr  ipt 
of advices from Smyrna of a firmer market 
holders here became less disposed to sell, 
and prices gradually stiffened and $6 75 
‘was paid for 5 cases, and this was quoted 
until yesterday by a few dealers for jobbing 
parcels, when the market again became 
firmer, and $6 87!;was the best that would 
be accepted, and this only bya few parties, 
while some dre quoting $7. These figures 
are for jobbing lots as wanted, but dealers 
are not anxious to sell large quantities, and

In my last circular of the 28th ult. I 
mentioned that our opium market was very 
quiet and that no improvement could be 
looked for until the result of the growing 
crop was ascertained, and the inactivity in 
the consuming markets ceased to exist.

To-day’s quotations 
are therefore very firm; Karahissar of last 
year’s crop P.250 per che ue, or 27s 3d per 
lb fo b; Yogourma good quality P.225 per 
cheque, or 24s 9d per lb fob; daamun 
secondary P.210 per cheque, or 23s per Ib 
fo b; Talequale or mixed crop and Chican- 
tea P.222 per cheque, or 24s 6d per lb fo b. 
According to the general opinion in this 
country, this drug will not only be main- 
tained, but higher prices sre expected as 
the season advances, This, however, will 
greatly depend upon the views and ma- 
noeuvres of the large American buyers, 
who are deeply interested in the opium 
trade.

Blatta Orientalis. 
It may be new to most of our readers 


and will no doubt sound strange that 
the blatta orientalis or common cock 
roach, is after alla useful insect. But 
such we are assured is the fact. Mr, C. 


Lewis Diehl in his report on the pro- | 


gress of pharmacy, to the American 
Pharmaceutical Association, says: ‘“The 
diuretic properties of the common cock- 
roach, which have long been known in 
Russia, seem to destine this insect to 
recognition in the materia medica. Dr. 
Hager, in his ‘Pharm. Paxis,’ devotes 
some space to their consideration. The 
insects, after drying, may be kept in the 
form of a coarse or fine powder, the 
dose of which is 0.1—0.2 to 0.5 grains, 
three to five times daily. It may be 
given in corresponding doses in the 
form of infusion or tincture. Tho lat- 
ter is made by digesting one part of the 
coarsely powdered insects with five 
parts of diijuted alcohol. According to 
Bogomolow, the cockroach contains a 
crystalline compound, which bas been 
uamed antihydropin or taracanin, used 
foralong time in Russian domestic 
practice, it has in recent years been used 
vy physicians in the treatment of 
dropsy.” Prof. Landerer states that the 
variety, Blatta Crienta/is, is found in 
Greece, and is a great nuisanee, a state- 
ment which we can readily believe. He 
has found it inefficient in dropsy, but 
says that it possesses hydrogogue pro- 
perties.

Syrup Lactophosphate Lime. 

Mr. Ed. 8, Kelly, in *‘Proc. of Conn. 
Pharm. Ass’n,”’ gives the following pro- 
cess: Dissolve precipitated phosphate 
of lime (ten drachms) in hot rater with 
the aid of muriatic acid, then precipi- 
tate by adding slowly a mixture of aqua 
ammonia, .880°, one part; water, seven 
parts; with constant stirring until the 
lime is all thrown down; collect the 
precipitate on a muslin filter, and pass 
water through it until the washings 
cease to give a precipitate with an acid 
solution of nitrate of silvar, then trans-- 
fer the magma to a mortar, and add 
concentrated lactic acid one Auid ounce, 
and by constant stirring dissolve the 
lime to saturation, then add the orange 
flower water and enough water to make 
eight fluid ounces; filter, and, if neces- 
sary, add water q. s. to preserve the 
measure; in the filtrate dissolve eleven 
troy ounces of sngar without the use of 
heat, and strain; after straining add one 
fluid drachm of muriatic acid to each 
pint of syrup, to prevent precipitation. 

Pill Phosphorus. 

The following improved method, we 
take from the same sonrce, 

Mr. Cherry's formula, as published in 
the Pharmaceutical Journal and Trans- 
actions: Take phosphorus, 3 grains; 
chloroform, half an ounce; add the phos- 
phorus to the chloroform, contained in 
a wide mouth bottle, cork carefully, and 
allow to stand until the phosphorus is 
dissolved; then pour the phosphorized 
chloroform into a mortar containing 
one hundred and fifty grains of pow- 
dered licorice rooi, and mix thoroughly, 
adding q. s. of a mixture of equal parts 
jmucilage of gum and syrup, to make a 
pill mass, and divide into one bundred 
and fifty pills. 





Note on the Manipulation of Berberis 
Agquifolium, or Oregon Grape Root. 


(Edward W. Runyon, Ph. G., in ‘Proe. 
of Cal. Pharm, Ass’n.’’) 

Considerable difficulty was experi- 
enced in getting this root to a proper 
degree of fineness for percolation. 
When dried, the woody portion of the 
root is exceedingly tough, almost im- 
possible to grind witha hanl mill, or 
even to powder with a Burr mill; none 
but the Chaser mill would do the work, 
and then it would be difficult. Upon 
examination of the dried roct, it was

\lated in fine powder, and the full me- 
| dicinal properties represented, 

The root was well dried and placed in 
|a rotating cylinder containing a few 
jiron balls, This was kept in motion for 
a few hours, when it was found that the 
| bark had been completely beaten off, 
jmuch cleaner than it could be scraped 
jby hand. The root and broken bark 
|was removed, the bark powdered, and 
the roots washed with a portion of the 
menstruum which was to bo percolated 
through the powdered bark. 

A portion of the decorticated roots 
were, after some difficulty, powdered 
and a fluid extract prepared from it. 
This preparation contained only inert 
| extractive matter with scarcely any bit 
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terness, while the fluid extract made 
from the powdered bark exhibited to 
the taste the distinctiveness of a bitter 
tonic. 

The amount of bark obtained from 
the dried root was about 23 per cent. 
The rotating cylinder spoken of was an 
alcohol barrel with a shaft running 
through its center and projecting on 
each end. Ononeend was attached a 
puiley which was turned by steam 
power. This arrangement could be 
worked by hand. The side of the barrel 
should have an eight by ten inch door 
cut in it.

Conversion of Calomel into Currosive 
Sublimate. 

C. Slop, referring to recent experi- 
ments on the effect of various substances 
in converting calomel into corrosive 
sublimate, gives the result of some ex- 
periments recently made by him in the 
same direction. By his first experiment 
he endeavored to show in what respect 
calomel was changed with the gastric 
juice. The latter in its normal condi- 
tion contains about 2 p. hydrochloric 
acid and 5 p. chloride of sodium in 1,000 
parts. Solutions of hydrochloric acid 
and of the salt, the one containing 2 p. 
of the acid, aud the other 5 p. of the salt 
in 1,000, were digested for 6 hours with 
calomel (1:100 solution). ‘The acid so- 
lution produced from 1 grain calomel, 
3 milligrams corrosive sublimate, the 
salt solution 1 milligram under the same 
condition. Calomel being sometimes 
given in fruit jellies, etc., the action of 
citric acid was determined: 1 gram of 
calomel, 2 grams citric acid, 100 grams 
water, digested as above, gavea solution 
euntaining 1 milligram corrosive subli-— 
mate, 

The contents of the intestines being 
alkaline, and calomel being, moreover, 
administered with magnesia not unfre. 
quently, the effects of these were tried: 
0.5 gram caustic soda, 1 gram calomel, 
100 grams water, digested six hours 
at 40° C. (104° I.) gave 6 milligrams 
of corrosive sublimate; 1 gram carbon- 
ate of sodium substituted for the caus- 
tic soda in the above, gave 4 milligrams; 
1 gram magnesia gave 3 milligrams 
when treated as above; and when rubbed 
with 1 gram of calomel dry and allowed 
to remain for 24 hours, 1 milligram of 
corrosive sublimate was produced. 

These experiments prove that alka- 
lies and their carbonates decompose 
calomel readily, aud produce consider- 
able quantities of this poisonous com- 
pound. On this account also, calomel 
pastilles, when prepared with sugar 
that is not sufficiently refined (contain- 
ing probably hydrate of lime) may be- 
come dangerous when long kept.—
